I, Yasufumi Kaneda, declare and affirm as follows: 



1. I am the inventor of the subject matter described and claimed in U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 09/937,839, filed February 21, 2002, entitled VIRUS ENVELOPE 
VECTOR FOR GENE TRANSFER. 

2. I am co-inventor of U.S. Patent No. 6,472,375 filed August 31 , 1998 and issued 
October 29, 2002, entitled "DNA Vaccine and Methods for Its Use", hereafter "the *375 
patent." The patent includes as a co-inventor Dave S.B. Hoon. 

3. The '375 patent discloses, but does not claim, an immunization protocol 
including "[t]he HVJ was treated with detergent, heat and UV light inactivating any 
pathogenic effects in the host" (Col. 9, lines 15-16).
